little Rules. 


The Difference of Age, Sex, and the Situation They 


the Members are in with reſpect to Matrimony, 
conſtitute theſe different Claſſes. There are Claſſes 
of married Men, married Women, Widowers, 
Widows, Maids, Batchelors, and Children : Each 
has its Director, choſen by its Members. 

A great Part of their Worſhip conſiſts in Singing. 
They pretend that Children in particular are in- 
ſtructed in their Religion by Hymns, of which the 
following is a Specimen : I love my little Pappa, 1 
love my little Mamma, and Brother, the little 
Lamb; I love the dear Angels; I love thoſe that 
are at the Head of the Society, the little Church, 
and my little Heart. 
| The Elders have the ſole Right in making Match- 

es; a Promiſe of Marriage is of no Validity without 
their Conſent. | 


Count Zinzendorf has been very active in propa- 


gating this Religion; he has ſent his Fellow-Labour- 
ers throughout the World. He himſelf has been 
over all Europe, and at leaft twice in America, 


and has made great Numbers of Converts in ſeveral 


Parts. From the Year 1733 a new Herrnbatt has

Taſte, Humour, and Ideas of the new Proſelytes. 


This gave Riſe to the Modifications, Forms, and 


different Uſages now in Being among theſe SeQtaries. 
Submiſſion to the Will of the Superiors of the 
Society is a very eſſential Article of their Syſtem. 
Count Zinzendorf teaches in his Sermons that God 


ſobeys the Voice of his Servants (that is, of the 


Brethren ) but it is required, that firſt of all they 
agree with their Friend, and act in Concert with 
their Chief. — They muſt ſuffer themſelves to be 


led Step by Step, like little Children, by Men whom 


he calls Miniſters of the Holy Ghoft, and of the 
Church.— Their Superiors receive from Chriſt him- 
ſelf the Orders that are given. Every thing is done 


by the Saviour's Injunction; Jeſus will have it ſo, 


the Lamb commands it. This is the Stile of the 
Miniſters of the Society.

As the Brethren have always a great Number of 
Labourets on the Roads, and as their Undertakings, | 


and the Acquilitions which they make, require con- 
ſiderable Expence ; *tis neceſſary, they ſhould have 
what is called the Sinews of all 


a Fund call'd by them the Lamb's —or the Savi- 
eur's Cheſt, which is become very conſiderable by 
the Contributions and Donations of the Proſelytes 
of Herrnhutiſm and its Favourers. From the Be- 
gianing two Brethren were truſted with it; one 
kept the Cheſt, and the other the Key; but the 
Count had the principal Direction over it. This 
Addition of temporal Concerns muſt infallibly have 
cruſhed him under its Weight, as he was already ſo 
much taken up with the Spiritual ones of the Soci- 
ety, if he had not found in his Spouſe, a proper 
Affiſtant to ſhare the Fatigues with him. But ſhe 
during the Space of 26 Years ſo well huſband 
the ſcanty Funds, that nothing was ever wantin 


either in his Family, or amongſt the Brotherhood, 


tho” there had been a Neceſſity of furniſhing from 
| thence above one Million of Crowns for ſundry 
Undertakings. Upon the whole, *tis well known, 
that whoever delires to be received as a Brother, is

| Who had done the Brethren great Services, was 
deſired to withdraw becauſe he would not give up 


what he had, and his Children to the Diſpoſition 
of the Oeconomiſts of the Society. 
The Teachers of Herrnbutiſm affect great Ob- 


ſcurity: They make it their Study to ſpeak and 
| write that they may not be underſtood. *Tis a 
Rule among them to ſpeak to thoſe that are not 
- initiated into the Myſteries of the Theology of 


Blood and Wounds, in a Manner that they may 
not be able to tell again any Thing of what they 
have heard. 
Tho' Count Zinzendorf does not, as yet, think 
proper directly to diſown the Scriptures, yet the 
indifferent Manner, in which he gives his Opinion 
of them, ſhews what he aims at. He ſays, that 


lo | the Stile of Scripture is ſometimes like that of a 


Peaſant, ſometimes like that of a Carpenter, ſome- 
times like that of a Fiſherman, or of a Toll-ga- 
therer. Chriſt himſelf he believes had ſpoken very 
meanly, and uſed many a Peaſant-like Phraſe, 


which we now look upon to contain ſomething of a 


quite different Nature, ſince we are unacquainted 
with the Manner of ſpeaking uſed by the Journey- 
men of Nazareth.

What 


Rule then can the Herrnhutters ſhew, which ought | 
to be followed in Matters of Faith? Here they will 


tell you, that Chriſt intending a new Period in his 


Church, has reſolved to declare his Will henceforth 


infallibly to the Brethren. 

According to Count Zinzendorf,, the Doctrine 
that God the Father is our Creator, the Son our 
Redeemer, and the Holy Ghoſt our Sanctifier, is 
a falſe Doctrine, and one of the capital Errors that 
reign in Chriſtendom. Creation and Sanctification 
ought not to be aſcribed to the Father and Holy 


| Ghoſt. To avoid Idolatry, People ought to be | 


taken from the Father and Holy Ghoſt, and con- 
ducted to Chriſt, with whom alone we have to do. 
—— Our great Doctor appears fo poſitive of the 
Orthodoxy of his new Opinion, that he calls the 
Theology received among Chriſtians a dry one, and 
good for nothing elſe than to amuſe Dogs and Swine, 
Unbelievers and Atheiſts, invented by the Devil, 
and that ſuch as teach it are Satan's Profeſſors. — 
'Fhe Miſtake among Chriſtians (be adds) ariſes 
from their not comprehending, that it is Honour 
enough for the Father, to be the Father of God the 
Creator of all Things, and to be his own and only 
Father. The Holy Ghoſt is called by the Hern- 
hutters, the eternal Wife of God, - the Mother of 
| Chritt, — the Mother of the Faithful, —the Mother 
of the Church. | 

The Son is chiefly the Object of their Worſhip, 
We have properly (they ſay) no Buſineſs with any 
Body elſe but the Son, whom we call TFeſus, as 
the Ancients formerly called him Jehcvah.

They have a great Devotion for the five red 
Wounds of the Crucifixion, but that which Chriſt 
received in his Side is extoll'd above all the reſt. 
This is their favourite Wound, the very dear little 
holy Opening, the precious and thouſand times pretty 
little Side. [is in this Opening that the Faithful 
repoſes himſclf ; there he breathes, there he ſports, 
there he lays down, ſometimes length-wiſe, ſome- 
times croſs-wiſc ; There is his Country, his Houſe, 
his Hall, his little Bed, his little Table: There he 
eats, drinks, and lives: There he praiſes the dear 
little Lamb. — Such is the ordinary Stile to be met 
with in their Hymns. | 

They have this diſtinguiſhing Character of Fana- 
ticiſm, that they reject Reaſon, Reaſoning, and 
Philoſophy. They prefer Fancy to Philoſophy, 
Feeling to Reaſoning. Feeling is aſcertained by 
Experience ; Reaſoning is hurtful, or makes us 
loſe ourſelves. The Children of God don't inſtruct 
themſelves out of Books. To demonſtrate Reli- 
gion, to make it as evident as four times four are 
Faith 
don't require the leaſt Demonſtration. * Tis bro't 
forth in the Heart by the Holy Ghoſt. The Chil- 
dren of God believe, becauſe they find a Pleaſure 
in believing. Nevertheleſs this Faith, produced 
without Reaſoning, ſerves them inſtead of all 
other Things. No other Commandment ſhould 


de preached to Men, than that of believing. Our 
Method ( ſays the Count) to bring to Salvation is, 
to preach no Commandment, but that of believing 
in the Saviour.—After hearing this, can any be 
ſurprized to find, that he charges Jeſus Chriſt with

| Regeneration comes of itſelf, without our bein 

required to do any-thing towards it. Tis a ea 
Truth, ſays our Moravian Biſhop, that ſuch as 
have not received Grace, that are not yet the Chil- 
dren of God, that have not yet a Feeling of their 
Reconciliation, that know not upon what Terms 
they are with their Creator and Saviour, ought not 


to be engaged to prepare themſelves for it by any | 


Action, good Works, or good Reſolutions. They 
mult be told, that all that has been believed hitherto 
to be a Preparation for coming to God, is rather 
an hinderance to their Salvation. Regeneration is 
brought about ſuddenly, all at once. One Moment 


is ſufficient to make us free to receive Grace, to be || 


transformed into the Image of the litile Lamb. 
A Perſon regenerated enjoys a great Liberty. 


He does what the Saviour gives him an Inclination 


to do, and what he has no Inclination for, he is not 
obliged to do; for he is the Maſter, in whoſe Power 
it is to make Laws, and to repeal them; who at all 
Times can change the Oeconomy of Salvation; 
make Criminal what was Virtuous, and Virtuous 
what was Criminal. He can make that to be Moral 
which is againſt Nature; the greateſt Virtue, to 
be the moiſt villainous Action, and the moſt virtu- 
ous Thoughts to be the moſt criminal. Horrid 
Blaſphemy. _ 

*Tis wrong to ſay, that a regenerated Perſon 
doth any-thing. Properly ſpeaking they do nothing. 


*Tis the Saviour that acts for them. He is with

reſpect to the Saviour as a Child, whoſe Hand one 
guides, yet who believes it is himſelf that writes, 
and rejoices at it. 

On the Great Day of Judgment, the Herrnhuters 
will not be placed on the Saviour's Left Hand among 
thoſe that are called Goats; this is to be underſtood 
of Courſe. Nor among thoſe called Sheep on the 
Right Hand of the Judgment Seat, a Place of Hon- 
our they look upon too mean to be aſſigned them. 


Count Zinzendorf tells us, that the Words holy 


Angels, coming with the Saviour in his Glory, de- 


Note the Saints coming along with him, and that 


the Herrnhuters will be thoſe Saints that accompany 
him. He adds, that ſuch as do not die Herrnhu- 
ters, will have Mercy on that Day, provided they 
think favourably upon their dying Bed, on thoſe 
belonging to that Sect; that they are the Saviour's 
People, his Brethren, 2nd wiſh to die their Death, 
and that their laſt End may be like theirs, they may 
then poſſibly meet with Mercy. 

What they teach concerning Marriage, &c. is 
too obſcene and ſhocking to a chaſte Ear to be 
tranſcribed ; only it may be obſerved, That they 
look upon it as the moſt precious Depoſitem, the 


Saviour has intruſted with his Church, that is, with- 


out doubt, to the Society of Herrnhuters, and the 
moſt important Myſtery to which he has given them 
the Key. Conſidering which we need not be ſur- 
prized, that they look upon all that are married out 
of their Society, to live in Fornication and Adultery. 
Their Leaders are accuſed ( by grave People, who 
are in the Way of knowing, what paſſes in the inner 
Part of their Society ) with having appointed, for 


the

the Celebration of Marriages, ſuch Ceremonies as | 


ſuppoſe them to have entirely given up all Senſe of 
Shame. But theſe are reſerved for profeſſed Mem- 
bers, initiated into the moſt ſecret Myfteries of the 


Society, and whereof great Care is taken not to 


ſpeak to new Converts, nor to the common Sort 
of Brethren. | | | 


It may ſeem ftrange, and perhaps to a many in- 1 


credible that ſuch Docti ines ſhould be charged upon 
the Society, and that it ſhou'd deſerve ſuch Cen- 
ſures; when tis known, that a reſpectable Body 
of learned Divines, viz. The Theological Faculty 
at the Univerſity of Tubingen, has given them Teſti- 
monials of (Orthodoxy. But it muſt be obſerved, 
that as long as Herrnhut belonged to the Church at 


Berthalsdorf, the Society was held in great Eſteem, | 
and not at all ſuſpected to differ from the Confeftion 


of Augsburg, for which reaſon the Faculty gave 
them their Teſtimonials: But fince that, the ſame 
Divines have given a lively Picture of their groſs 
Errors, and the dangerous tendency of the Autho- 
rity of its Leaders, in a Teſtimonial dated May 
8, 1747, and publickly avow that they were im- 
poſed upon at the granting of the firſt Teſtimonials, 
which if they had known, they wou'd never have 
granted, becauſe under the Sanction of them fo 
much Miſchief has been done. 
in order to induce the World to believe that his 
Doctrine was ſound, had the Confidence in a Book 
wrote by him, to aſſert, that he had ſubmitted to 
þe examined by the Theological Faculty at Copen- 
hazen ; and yet the whole Aſſertion, upon Enquiry, 
was found to be an open Untruth, which * 
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(15) 
that Body to teſtify the ſame, by a public Act un- 
der their Seal. The Leaders of this Brotherhood 
made the Legiſlative Power of this Kingdom believe, 
that their Tenets do in no reſpect differ from thoſe 
of other Proteſtants, and that upon this an Act was 
paſſed in their Favour, which grants them leave to 
ſettle in the Brit; Dominions ; but as ſeveral 
Princes of the Empire were deceived in the like 
manner, and afterwards found themſelves obliged, 
for their own Security, to expel this Set out of 
their Dominions, it will not appear ftrange, that 
an honourable Parliament ſhou'd likewiſe be im- 
pos'd upon. The Leaders of this Sect, are from a 
long T ime known, to make no Conſcience of aver- 
ring any-thing, provided Good may ariſe therefrom 


to their Society. . | 
The Herrnhuters are to be ſuſpected on account 
of the Secrecy they affect in their Doctrines. What- 


ever Pretence they may make to Openneſs, their 
Chiefs have been ſound to be a Sort of People, 
whoſe Word cou'd not be taken ; they ſhew Things 


only on the faireſt Side, and no more of their 


Doctrines, than they think fit thoſe ſhou'd know 
who are not of their Sea. They are intruſted 
with the Execution of the Saviour's Plan, known 
only to themſelves, and which even the Evangeliſts 
themſelves had been ignorant of; in the Manage- 
ment of this great Prudence is required. How eaſi- 
ly cou'd the new Period, Chriſt is to begin in his 
new Church, be fruſtrated, ſhould they lay open 
mote than People ought to know. T he Saviour's 
Plan would be marred again, as the ſame was mar- 
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1 


dorf is fo audacious as to accuſe of having play'd 


falſe Tricks. What Security can a Government 
have from ſuch Perſons? Whocan tell whether or 


no, their ſecret. Doctrines may not interfere with 


its Safety ? | 

And it a Government has reaſon to ſuſpect them 
on the Score of their keeping ſecret their Doctrines; 
how much more muſt their Sect be miſtruſted, as 
they obſerve the ſame Secrecy in all their Affairs? 
Their poor deluded Followers are made to believe, 


that their Saviour rules them by their Chiefs, whoſe 


Orders muſt be executed the Moment they are 
given, how arbitrary and unpleaſing ſoever they 


may appear. Who can tell then to what Lengths, 


ſuch Deluſions may be carried, and what Uſe the 


Chiefs of this Set may make of a People, one of 


whole eficntial Articles of Doctrine is, that ſuch 
as are of their Number muſt give up the Uſe of 
their Reaſon? As Reaſon then is given up by the 
Herrnhuters, who ſubmit themſelves implicitly to 
the Guidance of their Chiefs, and to their own 


Imagination and Paſſions; and as they teach that 
Chriſt can make Virtue to be Vice, and Vice to be 


Virtue; *'tis eaſy for theſe Rulers to make them 


perpetrate the moſt horrid Enterprizes whenever 
they pleaſe. Virtue is not Virtue, at all Times, 
and Vice muſt be Virtue when they will have it ſo. 


W hat Security can a Government have, that they 


will not make uſe of this Doctrine? None but their 
own Word, which is but a very bad Security. 


And Count Zinzendorf (who calls himſelf Lord 


Advocate) has even threatned to make uſe of 


Argumenta Regum againſt thoſe that oppoſe 270 
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. 
The Political and Worldly Views that this Reli- 
gion is founded upon, infer not only a Poſſibility, 


but a great Probability, that a Government will be 
nearly affected by it. 

The Means, which the Chiefs of this Set make 
Uſe of, ſquare ſo exactly with their pretended 
Theocracy, —with their Eccleſiaſtical Common- 


wealth, — and with their profeſſed Diſcipline in 


temporal Matters, that in all Appearance not much 
good can thence be foreboded to States. Tis true, 
the Opulency, this Society ſo much boaſts of (if 
true) may be of Advantage to a Country, but 1 
leave it to the Reader to judge, whether this, upon 
conſidering the dangerous Principles of the Sect, 
ought not rather to be a Motive for a Government 
to have nothing to do with them. Beſides, what 
Account can be made of Subjects, that ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be ſo far deluded, as to part with their 
Subſtance ( which Men in zeneral moſt value) to 
their Chiets, in order to make them to carry on 


Projects for aggrandizing themſelves in all Parts of 


the World? Will they after this ſcruple to exe- 


cute anything prop ſed to them, under the Pretence 


of its being the Saviour's Command. The Chiefs 
of the Herrnbuters, ſtick at nothing provided it 
ſuits their Convenience, Their Plan is founded 
upcn Worldly Views, which they cover with the 
-loke of Religion: The Scripture itſelf is not ſacred 
enough in their Eyes, to hinder them from making 
a bad Uſe of it, nor do they ſcruple to lead their 
People to an idolatrous Veneration of the Count, 
whoſe Deciſions they are ruled by, and to whom 
they are more ſubject, than » the Government, 
whoſe ſupreme Power, they by Words acknow- 
C ledge

ledge: And that their Obedience to a Government Churc 
laſts only fo long, as this Head of their Church will that u 
have it.
